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GREEN ICH yosPiTar was 
founded in 1694, by King William and 
Queen Mary, and is ſituated about five 
miles from London- bridge, on the ſouth- 
ern banks of the Thames. It is elevated 
on a terrace, about 865 feet i in length to- 
wards the river, and conſiſts of four diſ- 
tinct piles of building, diſtinguiſhed by the 
names of King Charles's, Queen Anfi's, 


King William's, and Queen Mary's. The 


interval between the two moſt northern 8 
buildings, viz. King Charles's and Queen * 
Ann' s, forms the grand ſquare, v which 1660 
about 273 feet wide, | 


From the entrance at the north gate,

In the centre of the grand ſquare lands i 
a beautiful ſtatue of his late Majeſty King 
George the Second, executed by the fa- 
mous Ryſbrach, and caryed out of a ſin- 
gle block of white marble which weighed 
eleven tons. This block was taken from 


the French by Admiral Sir George Rooke, 


and the ſtatue preſented by Sir John Jen- 
| nings, Knt. at that time Maſter and Gover- 


nor of the Hoſpital, as a mark of his re- 
ſpect and gratitude to his Royal Maſter.

The north front, which is towards the 
river, preſents the appearance of two ſimi- 
lar pavilions, each having its proper pedi- 
ment ſupported by a range of the ſame 
Corinthian columns before mentioned, and 
their entablature. Over the portal, which I 
joins theſe two pavilions, is an ornament f 
of feſtoons and flowers. In the tympanum 
of the eaſtern pediment, which was part of. 
the palace, is a piece of ſculpture repre= 
ſenting the figures of Mars and Fame, and, 
in the frize, is the following inſcription ;

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The ſouth front of this building cor- 
reſponds with that of the north, except 
the ſculptures and inſcription. The weft 
front conſiſts of a brick building, called 
the * Baſs Building. In the middle it has 
2 pediment with carving, in the tympa- 
num, conſiſting of the national arms ſup- 
ported by two genii, with marine trophies 
and other ornaments. The carving of the 
pediment is allowed to be well executed in 
alto relievo; it is 30 feet in length, and 
7 feet 7 inches in height. On the other 
fide of the ſquare, towards the eaft, is 
Queen Ann's Building, having its north, 
weſt, and ſouth fronts nearly fimilar to 
King Charles's, laſt deſcribed ; but the 
ſculptures in the pediments, as well as in 
the weſtern pediment of the north front 


of the laſt- mentioned budge ſtill re- 
main unfiniſhed. 


To the ſouthward of theſe are the other 
piles of building, with a Doric colonade

"King William's Building contains the 
great hall, veſtibule and dome, deſigned 


and erected by Sir Chriſtopher Wren. 
The tambour of the dome is formed by a 


circle of columns duplicated, of the Com- 


poſite order, with four projecting groups 
of columns at the quoins. The attic above 
is à circle without breaks covered with 
the dome, and terminated with a turret. 


The weſt Front of this building is of 


brick,* and was finiſhed by Sir John Van- 
burgh, who was Surveyor of the Hoſpital. 


In the middle is a tetraſtyle frontiſpiece of 


the Doric order, the columns of which 
are nearly fix feet in diameter, and pro- 


portionably high, with an entablature and 


trygliphs over them, all of Portland ſtone.

The north and fouth- fronts of this 


building are of ſtone; the windows of 


which are decorated with architraves and |

Mary's Building, in which is the chapel, 
as before mentioned, with its veſtibule, 
and a cupola correſponding to the other. 
Theſe two buildings were named in honour 
of the Royal Founders, and were intended 
to have been alike ; but in the latter, 
however, more regard has been paid to 
convenience than to ornament, and the 


whole front of it is of Portland ſtone and

The colonades adjoining to theſe build- 


ings are 115 feet aſunder, and are com- 


poſed of upwards of 300 duplicated Doric

On the former ate inlaid with copper, 
twenty-four meridians, the equinoxial, 
ecliptic, tropics, and polar circles ; and a 
great number of ſtars, of the firſt, ſecond, 
and third magnitude, are repreſented ac- 
cording to their relative poſitions. - On the 
latter, the principal circles are inlaid in 
the ſame manner, with the parallels of lati- 
tude to every ten degrees in each hemi- 
ſphere; the outline of the land and ſea is 
alſo deſcribed, with the track of Lord 


If theſe piers and globes were 2 to the north gate 
on the Terrace adjoining the river (as hath been propoſed)

The globes are 
placed in an oblique poſition, agreeable to 
the latitude of the place in which they ſtand,

In different parts of this extenſive fabric, 
commodious apartments are provided for 
the Governor and principal; officers, and 
wards are properly fitted up for the pen- 
ſioners and nurſes ; who (together with 
the officers families, inferior officers, and 
ſervants, reſident within the walls) amount 
to nearly 2 70 perſons. 


When we conſider the beauty, ſolidity, 
and magnificence of this ſuperb ſtructure, 


and the excellent uſes to which it is appro- 


priated, it muſt ever be contemplated with 
reverence and admiration, as a work of 


national grandeur, and at the ſame time the 


nobleſt monument of wiſdom and benevo- 
lence.

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THE painting of this Hall, which is 
executed in a maſterly manner, was under- 


taken by Sir James Thornhill, in 1708. 


In the cupola of the veſtibule is repre- 


ſented a compaſs, with its proper points 


duly bearing ; and in the covings, in chi- 
aro oſcuro, the Four Winds, with their dif- 
ferent attributes, 


Over each of the three doors are com 
partments, in chiaro oſcuro (ſupported by 
boys, ſuppoſed to be the ſons of poor ſea- 
men) containing the names of the ſeveral 
benefactors to the Hoſpital ; and above, in 
a niche, is the figure of Charity, | 


In this veſtibule is the model of an an- 
tique ſhip, preſented by the late Lord An-

was found in the Villa Mattea in the 16th 
century, now ſtands before the Church of 


St. Maria in Rome, hence called St. Maria 
in Navicella, 


From this veſtibule a large flight of ſteps 
leads into the Saloon, or grand Hall, which 
4s about 106 feet long, 56 wide, and 50 
high ; ornamented with a range of Corin- 
thian pilaſters ſtanding on a baſement, and 
ſupporting a rich entablature above, Be- 
tween them, on the ſouth fide, are the win- 
dows, two rows in height, the jambs of 
which are ornamented with roſes impa- 
nelled. On the north fide are receſſes 
anſwering to the windows, in which are 
painted, in chiaro oſcuro, the following al- 
legorical figures, viz. Hoſpitalrtas, Magua- 
. ninitas, Liberalitas, Mijericordia, Genergſi- 
tas, Bonitas, Benignitas, Humanitas. 


In the frize around the Hall is the fol. 
lowing inſcription :

Over the great arch, at the weſt end, are 
the Britiſh arms, ſupported by Mars and 
Minerva, which are very finely ſculptured. 


On the cieling are the portraits of King 
William and Queen Mary, the Royal 
Founders, ſurrounded by the Cardinal Vir- 
tues, &c. and with the emblematical re- 
preſentation of the Four Seaſons of the 
Year; this cieling is very well de ſcribed 
by Sir Richard Steel, in his LoyvzR; of 
which the following is a Copy. ö 


4 In the middle of the cieling is a very 
« large oval frame, painted and carved in 
te imitation of gold, with a great thick- 
neſs riſing in the infide to throw up the 
** figures to the greater height ; the oval 
« is faſtened to a great ſuffite adorned 
* with roſes, in imitation of copper. The 
*« whole is ſupported by eight gigantic 
*« figures of ſlaves, four on each fide, as 
« though they were carved in ſtone ; be- 

f* tween the figures, thrown in heaps into 

* covering 
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a covering, are all manner of maritime 


trophies in metzo- relievo; as Anchors, 


Cables, Rudders, Maſts, Sails, Blocks, 


Capitals, Sea-guns, Sea-carriages, Boats, 
Pinnaces, Oars, Stretchers, Colours, En- 
figns, Pennants, Drums, Trumpets, 
Bombs, Mortars, Small-arms, Grenades, 
Powder-barrels, Fire-arrows, Grappling- 


irons, Croſs-ſtaves, Quadrants, Com- 
paſſes, &c. all in ſtone- colours, to give 
the greater beauty to the reſt of the ciel- 


ing, which is more fignificant. 


4 About the oval in the inſide are 


placed the twelve ſigns of the Zodiac; 
the ſix northern ſigns, as Aries, Taurus,

four cardinal virtues, as Prudence, Tem- 


perance, Fortitude, and Juſtice. 


« Over the Queen's head is Concord, 
with the Faſces ; at her feet two doves, 
denoting mutual concord and innocent 
agreement, with Cupid holding the 
King's ſceptre while he is preſenting 
Peace, with the Lamb and Olive Branch, 
and Liberty expreſſed by the Athenian 
cap to Europe, who laying her crowns 
at his feet, receives them with an air of - 
reſpect and gratitude. The King tram- 
ples Tyranny under his feet, which is 
expreſſed by a French perſonage with his 
leaden crown falling off, his chains, 
« yoke, and iron ſword broken to 22

* &c. tumbling down. Juſt beneath is

< little genii of her art. Beneath her is 
« Wiſdom and Heroic Virtue, repreſented:

46 to fall to the earth, the place of their 
& more natural abode. 


© Over the Royal pavilion is ſhewn, at a 
« great height, Apollo, in his golden cha- 
« riot, drawn by four white horſes at- 
e tended by the Horz, and morning dews 
« falling before him, going his courſe 
* through the twelve ſigns of the Zodiac; 
and from him the whole plafond or 
« cicling is enlightened. 


« Each end of the cieling is raiſed in 
* perſpective, with a baluſtrade and eliptic 
_ * arches, ſupported by groupes of ſtone 

49 figures, 
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figures, which form a gallery of the 
whole breadth of the Hall; in the mid- 
dle of which gallery (as though on the 
ſtock) going into the upper Hall, is ſeen 
in perſpective the Tafferil of the Blen- 
heim man of war, with all her galleries, 
port-holes open, &c. to one fide of which 
is a figure of Victory flying with ſpoils 
taken from the enemy, and putting them 
aboard the Engliſh men of war. Before 
the ſhip is a figure repreſenting the City 
of London, with the arms, ſword, and 
cap of maintenance, ſupported by Thame 
and Iſis, with other ſmall rivers offer- 
ing up their treaſures to her. The river 
Tine pouring forth ſacks of coals. In 
the gallery on each fide the ſhip are the 
Arts and Sciences that relate to Naviga- 
tion, with the great Archimedes, man 
old philoſophers conſulting the com- 
paſs, &c. | 


« At the other end, as you return out of 
the Hall, is a gallery in the fame manner, 
in the middle of which is the ſtern of a 
beautiful galley filled with Spaniſh tro- 
phies. Under which is the Humber 
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« with his pigs of lead. The Severn with 
« the Avon falling into her, with other 
e leſſer rivers. In the north end of the 
“gallery is the famous Ticho Brahe, that 
ee noble Daniſh Knight, and great ornament 
« of his profeſſion and human nature. 
« Near him is Copernicus with his Pytha- 
« gorean ſyſtem in his hand; next to him 
e is an old mathematician holding a large 
table, and on it are deſcribed two princi- 
e pal figures, of the incomparable Sir Iſaac 
« Newton, on which many extraordinary 
“ things in that art are built. On the 
* other end of the gallery, to the ſouth, is 
* ourlearned Mr. Flamftead, Reg. Aſtron. 
% Profeſſ. with his ingenious diſciple, Mr: 
« Thomas Weſton. In Mr. Flamſtead's 
hand is a large ſcroll of paper, on which 
« is drawn the great eclipſe of the Sun 
« that will happen in April I715; 
* near him is an old man with a pendulum 
counting the ſeconds of time, as Mr. 
% Flamſtead makes his obſervations. with 
« his great mural arch and tube on the 
« deſcent of the moon on the Severn, 
„ which at certain times form ſuch a roll 
« of the tides, as the ſailors corruptly call 
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the Higre, inſtead of the Eagar, and is 
very dangeroua to all ſhips in its way. 
This is alſo expreſſed by rivers tumbling 
down by the moon's influence into.the 
Severn. In this gallery are more Arts 
and Sciences relating to Navigation. 


« All the great rivers, at each end of the 
Hall, have their proper product of fiſh 


iſſuing out of their vaſes. 


In the four great angles of the cieling, 
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which are over the arches of the galleries, 
are the four elements, as Fire, Air, 
Earth, and Water, repreſented by Ju- 
piter, Juno, Cybele, and Neptune, 
with their leſſer deities accompanying, 
as Vulcan, Iris, the Fauni, Amphitrite, 
with all their proper attitudes, &c. 


« At one end of the great oval is a large 
figure of Fame deſcending, riding on the 
winds, and ſounding forth the praiſes of 
the Royal Pair. 


« All the fides of the Hall are adorned 
with fluted pilaſters, trophies of ſhells, 
| | + 7 UAE & corals, 
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“ corals, pearls ; the jambs of the win- 
% dows ornamented with roſes impanneled, 
* or the opus reticulamium, heightened 
« with green gold, : 


* The whole raiſes in the ſpectator the 
* moſt lively images of Glory and Victory, 
* and cannot be beheld without much 
e paſſion and emotion.” 


From this Saloon you aſcend, by another 
flight of ſteps, into the upper Hall, the 
cieling and ſides of which are adorned with 
different paintings. In the center of the 
cieling is repreſented Queen Ann and Prince 
George of Denmark accompanied with va- 
rious emblematical figures, 


In the four corners are the arms of Eng- 
land, Scotland, France, and Ireland, be- 
tween which are the four quarters of the 


world, Europe, Afia, Africa, and America, 


with the emblems and productions of each. 


On the left hand ſide as you enter is a 


painting in imitation of baſſo relievo, re- 


preſenting the landing of the Prince of 


Orange 


ol 
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Orange, afterwards King William. On the 


right hand over the chimney is the landing 
of King George the Firſt at Greenwich. 


At the farther end of this Hall are 
painted the portraits of King George the 
Firſt and his Family, with many emblema- 
tical figures; amongſt which the painter 


(Sir James Thornhill) has alſo introduced 
his own portrait. | 


On the right and left of the entrance are 
allegorical paintings repreſenting The Public 
Meal, and Public Safety. 


The whole of this celebrated work was 


not completed till 1727, and coſt 6685 J. 
being after the rate of 3 J. per yard for the 


cicling, and 1 /. per yard for the ſides. 
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T HE interior part and roof of the former 


Chapel, which was executed under the 
direction of Mr. Ripley the Surveyor, 
being deſtroyed by fire on the 2d of 
January, 1779, has been reſtored in the 
moſt beautiful and elegant ſtyle of Grecian 
Architecture, from deſigns of the late Sur- 
veyor, James Stuart, Eſq; the celebrated 
publiſher of the Antiquities of Athens, and 
under the ſuperintendance of Mr. William 


Newton, clerk of the works. 


Immediately before the entrance of the 
Chapel is an octangular veſtibule, in which 
are four niches, containing the ſtatues of 
Faith, Hope, Charity, and Meekneſs, 
executed in a capital ſtyle, at Coade's Orna- 
mental Stone Manufactory, at Lambeth, ' 
from deſigns by Weſt ; from which veſti- 
bule you aſcend, by a flight of 14 ſteps, to 
the Chapel, which is 111 feet long and 
52 broad, and capable of conveniently ac- 
 commodating 1000 Penſioners, Nurſes, 
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and EY excluſive of pews for the Di- 
rectors, and for the ſeveral Officers, Under= 
Officers, &c. Over the portal or great 
door of the Chapel is this inſcription, in 
letters of gold : 


+ Let them give thanks whom the Lord 
hath redeemed, and delivered from the hand of 
the enemy.” Pl, 107. 


The portal conſiſts of an architrave, 
frize, and cornice, of ſtatuary marble, the 
jambs of which are twelve feet high in one 
piece, and enriched with excellent ſculp- 
ture. The frize is the work of Bacon, 
and conſiſts of the figures of two angels 
with feſtoons ſupporting the Sacred Writ- 
ings, in the leaves of which is the follow- 
ing inſcription : 


% The Law was given by Moſes ;

The great folding doors are of mahogany 
highly enriched, and the whole compoſition 
of this portal is not, at this time, to be paral- 
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leled in this, or, perhaps, in any other 
country. 


Within this entrance is a portico of fix 
fluted marble columns fifteen feet high. 
The capitals and baſes are Ionic, after 
Greek models. The columns ſupport the 
organ gallery, and are crowned with an 
entablature and baluſtrade enriched with 
ſuitable ornaments.” 


On the tablet in the front of the gallery 
is a baſſo-relievo, by Coade, repreſenting 
the figures of Angels ſounding the harp ; 


on the pedeſtals on each fide, are ornaments | 


conſiſting of trumpets and other inſtruments 
of muſic; and, on the tablet beneath, is 
the following inſcription in letters of gold: 


* Praiſe him with the found of the trumpet : 
* Praiſe Fim with fringed inſtruments and 
+ 3 on.” | PL 150. 


In this gallery is a very fine organ, made 
by Mr. Samuel Green,

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On each ſide of the organ gallery are 
four grand columns; their ſhafts of Scag- 


liola in imitation of Sienna marble, by 5 


Richter, and their capitals and baſes of 
ſtatuary marble: At the oppoſite end of 
the Chapel are four others of the ſame ſort, 
which ſupport the arched cieling and roof. 
Theſe columns are of the Corinthian order, 


and, without their pedeſtals, are 28 feet 
high. 


On the ſides of the Chapel, between the 


upper and lower range of windows, are the 


two galleries, in which are pews for the 
officers and their families; thoſe of the 
Governor and Lieutenant Governor, Which : 
are oppoſite each other, are diſtinguiſhed by 
ornaments conſiſting of the naval crown, 
and other ſuitable inſignia. Underneath 
theſe galleries, and the Cantilivers which 
ſupport them, are ranges of fluted pilaſters. 
The Cantilivers are decorated with antique 
foliage; the entablature over the pilaſters 
with marine ornaments; the interval be- 
tween them with feſtoons, &c. and the 
pedeſtals of the baluſtrade in the front of 
the galleries with . tridents' and wreaths. 
E 4 The 
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The tablets in the middle of each baluſ-— 
trade contain the Hoſpital arms, by Coade, 
and the frize below is carved with foliage in 
the Greek mode. Over the lower range of 
windows are paintings, in chiaro oſcuro, 
repreſenting ſome of the principal events in 
the life of our Saviour, which are accom- 
panied with ornaments of Candelabra and 
feſtoons. 


Above the galleries is a richly carved 
ſtone faſcia, on which ſtands a range of 
pilaſters of the Compoſite mode, their 
ſhafts being of Scagliola, correſponding 
with thoſe of the eight great columns, and, 
Jointly with them, appearing to ſupport 
the epyſtylium which ſurrounds the whole 
Chapel. This epyſtylium is enriched with 
Angels bearing feſtoons of  oak-leaves, 
dolphins, ſhells, and other applicable 
ornaments. From this riſes the curved 
cieling which js divided into compartments 
and enriched with foliage, golochi, &c. in 
the antique ſtyle. Between the upper 
pilaſters are receſſes, in which are painted, 
in chiaro-oſcura, the Apoſtles and Evan- 
geliſts. | calf 
| At 
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At each end of the galleries are coneve 
receſſes, the coves of which are ornamented 


with coffers and flowers carved in ſtone ; 
in theſe receſſes are the doors of entrance 
to the galleries, decorated with enriched 
pilaſters and entablatures, and a group of 
ornaments, conſiſting of the naval crown 
wreathes of laurel and tridents. Above 
the doors are circular receſſes, containing 
paintings, in chiaro-oſcuro, of the pro- 


phets Ifaiah, Jeremiah, Moſes, and Da- 
vid, 


The communion table is a ſemi-oval 
ſlab of ſtatuary marble near eight feet long. 
The aſcent to it is by three ſteps of black 
marble, on which is fixed an ornamental 
railing repreſenting feſtoons of ears of corn, 
and vine foliage. This table is ſupported 
by fix cherubin ſtanding on a white marble 


ſtep of the ſame dimenſions, executed at | 


Coade's manufactory, on each fide of which 
are placed two elegant Candelabra. f 
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Above is a painting by Weſt, in a ſu- 
perb carved and gilt frame, repreſentin g 


the Preſervation of St. Paul from Amer 
on the iſland of ; Melita. 


This picture is 25 feet high and 14 wide, 
and conſiſts of three principal groups. The 
firſt, which is at the lower part, repre- 
ſents the mariners and priſoners bringing 
on ſhore the various articles which have 
been preſerved from the wreck: Near theſe 
is an elegant figure, ſuppoſed to be a Roman 
lady of diſtinction, claſping with affection 
an urn containing the aſhes of her de- 
ceaſed huſband, who had fallen in the wars 
of Judea. Before her is an aged, infirm 
man, who, being unable to aſſiſt himſelf, 


is carried in the arms of two robuſt young 
men. 


In the middle part of the piece is the 
principal group, conſiſting of St. Paul ſha- 
king into the fire the viper that had faſ-

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tened on his hand, the brethren who accom. 
panied him, his friend the Centurion, and 


a band of Roman ſoldiers with their proper 
inſignia. 


The figures above theſe, on the ſummit 
of the rocks, form the third group; and 
conſiſt of the hoſpitable iſlanders lowering 
down fuel and other neceſſaries for the re- 


lief of the ſufferers, 


The ſea and wrecked ſhip (which at 
this point of time are conſidered as an epi- 
ſode) appear in the back ground, and 
combine to exhibit a ſcene that cannot fail 


of having a proper effect on the minds of 


ſea- faring men, and of impreſſing them 


with a due ſenſe of their paſt preſervation, 


and their preſent comfortable ſituation and 
ſupport in this glorious aſylum for naval 
misfortune and naval worth. 


On either fide the arch which terminates 
the top of this picture, are Angels of ſtatu- 


ary marble as large as lite, by Bacon; one 


bearing the Croſs, the other the emblems 


of the Euchariſt, This excellent combi-

nation of the works of art is terminated 
above in the ſegment between the great 
cornice and cieling by a painting of the 
Aſcenſion deſigned by Weſt, and executed 
by Rebecca, in chiaro oſcuro; forming 
the laſt of the ſeries of paintings of the life 
of our Saviour which ſurround the Chapel. 


The middle of the aile, and the ſpace 
round the altar and organ gallery, are pa- 
ved with black and white marble in golochi, 
frets, and other ornaments; having, in 
the centre, an anchor and ſeaman's com- 


paſs, 


The pulpit is on a circular plan, ſup- 
ported by ſix fluted columns of lime-tree, 
with an entablature above, richly carved, 


and of the ſame material. In the fix inter- 


columns are the following alto-relievos, ta- 
ken from the Acts of the Apoſtles, executed 
fromdeſfigns by Weſt at Coade's manufactory,

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ADjoining to the Governor's apartment 
in King Charles's Building, is a room fo 
called, where the Directors occaſionally 
meet on the affairs of the Hoſpital ; and a 
council is held every Friday (or oftener if 
_ neceſſary) by the officers intruſted with 


the internal Government of the Penſioners, 
&c. 


In this room are ſeveral paintings. 


At the upper- end is a whole- length por- 

trait of King George the Second in his 

robes, by Schakleton, the bequeſt of a 
former Governor, Admiral Townſend. 


On each ſide of it are two half-lengths, 
one of K. William, the other of Queen 
Mary, by Sir Godfrey Kneller, the gift of 
the late Sir John Van Hattem, Knight, of 
Dinton Hall, Bucks. 
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At the lower end is a whole-length por- 
trait, by Gainſborough, of the preſent Earl 


of Sandwich, the gift of Sir Hugh Palliſer, 
Bart. the preſent Governor, :

| Over the chimney is a whole-length por- 
trait of Robert Oſbolſton, Eſq. (whoſe _ 
munificent benefaction has already been 

noticed) copied from an original in the 
poſſeſſion of Lord Aylmer, a former go- 


vernor, at the expence of the Hoſpital, by 
Degard. 


On the right hand of the chimney is a 


whole- length portrait of Lord Viſcount 
Torrington, by Daviſon, in 1734. 
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On the left a ditto, by Richardſon, of Ad- 
miral Sir John Jennings, a former governor. 


Near the window at the upper-end of 
the room is a three-quarter oval of Cap- 
tain Clements, a former lieutenant gover- 
nor, by Greenhill, pupil of Sir Peter Lely, 
the gift of the captain's widow, 


At the lower end the head of a venerable 
old man, faid to have been the firſt pen- 
ſioner who was admitted into the Hoſpital. 


In the pannel oppoſite the chimney is a 
ſpring- clock, by Holmes, ornamented 
with the ſigns of the zodiac, beautifully 
carved and gilt, from a deſigu of the late 
Mr. Stuart, when ſurveyor of the Hoſ- 
pital. 


Under ſeveral of the above pictures are 
ſome of Sir James Thornhill's original 
ſketches, for the paintings in the great 
Hall, preſented by the ſaid Mr. Stuart, 
and the Rev. Mr. T. Cox, of Badbey, Nor- 
thamptonſhire.

Near the door is a month equation 
clock with a double pendulum, by Quare; . 
and, in different parts of the room, the 
following paintings, viz. 125 


Two large ſea pieces given by Philip Har- 
man, E1q. repreſenting the naval exploits of 
his anceſtor, Captain Thomas Harman, in 
the Reign of King Charles II; one, at 
the upper- end of the room, being an en- 
gagement between the Tyger frigate, com- 
manded by Captain Harman, and eight 
Dutch privateers, in oppoſition to which 
he conducted a large fleet of colliers into 
the river Thames, without the loſs of one, 
when there was the greateſt want of coals 
ia London; the other, over the door at the 
lower-end, being an engagement between 
the ſame _Captain, in the ſame frigate, 
and a Dutch man of war, in the Bay of 
Bulls; in which the latter was taken and 
towed into the harbour of Cadiz, in ſight 
of a ſquadron of Dutch ſhips riding there, 

In 
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In other parts of the room are ſix ſmall 
pictures repreſenting the loſs of the Lux- 
emburg galley, commanded by William 
EKellaway (which was burnt in the year 
1727, on her paſſage from Jamaica to 
London) and the ſubſequent diſtreſſes of 
part of her crew; the gift of Mr. Parker, 
executor to Captain Mapleſden, late Lieu- 


tenant Governor of the Hoſpital, 
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TEE Infirmary, deſigned by Mr. Stu- 

art, the late ſurveyor, and completed un- 
der the direction of Mr. Robinſon, then 
clerk of the works, is a quadrangular 
brick building 198 feet in length, and 175 
feet in breadth; and divided into two 
principal parts, one for the patients under 
the care of the phyſician, and the other 


for thoſe whoſe caſes require the attendance 
of a ſurgeon, 


Each 
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Each part is twoſtoriesin height, contain 
ing a double row of rooms, being altogether 
in number 64, calculated to hold 256 
patients; each room has a chimney place, 
with an aperture near the cieling for the 
purpoſe of ventilation, and will accommo- 
date four patient. 


In the fore- part of this building, which 
conſiſts of the phyſician's divition, is the 
Hall; oppoſite to it, in the back part, q 
which belongs to the ſurgeon, is the kit- 
chen; and in the upper ſtory is a ſmall Cha- 
pel, where prayers are read by the Chap- 
lains twice a week, for the benefit of the 
patients. 


In the four angles and other parts of the 
building, are the Diſpenſary and Surgery, 

and apartments for the phyſician ; for the 
ſurgeon and diſpenſer, with their reſpec- 

tive aſſiſtants ; and for the matron ; and © 
adjacent, within the walls, arc hot and cold 
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| Tus building, deſigned by Mr. Stu- 
art, the late ſurveyor, was erected near the 


Hoſpital, under the ſuperintendance of 
Mr. Newton, clerk of the works, and is 146 


feet in length, and 42 in breadth, exclu- 


five of its Tuſcan colonade, intended for a 


P play-place and ſhelter for the boys in bad 


weather, which is 180 feet long, and 20 
feet broad. 


In this building is a ſchool-room 160 


feet long, and 25 broad, capable of contain- 
ing 200 boys; in the two ſtories above 


are dormitories of the ſame ſize, fitted up 
with hammocks for the boys to ſleep in. 


Adjoining are rooms for the guardian, 
nurſes, and other neceſſary attendants ; 
and at a ſmall diſtance, a good houſe for
